VBT Planners approve final site plan for new Subaru test track

Subaru Research and Development, Inc., 
at 50255 Michigan Ave. on the former 80- 
acre Harold Smith farm in Denton, received 
a combined preliminary and final site plan 
approval to construct a 1,900-foot-long 
vehicle testing roadway on its property. 

At the Oct. 27 zoom meeting of the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission, 
Director of Planning and Economic 
Development Dan Power explained that 
the test track was in the original plans for 
the 63,574 square foot facility that was 
approved in 2018 and was largely complete 
in the summer of 2020. The track required 
a separate site plan review process. 

Ryan Plum from Subaru Research 
and Development and Jeremy Schrot of 
Spaulding DeDecker and Mike Freckelton 
explained the project and said there is less 
storm water at the site than their original 
plan. 

Vidya Krishnan, VBT’s principal planner 
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from McKenna, said the track is allowed 
by right under the M-1 zoning. It ends in 
a cul de sac on the southwest corner of the 
project and three vehicles can be tested at 
the same time with speeds mostly 25-30 
mph, up to 80 mph. The south side of the 
site is the CSX railroad and the east side 
is screened. Sound will be from 72 to 85 
decibels. Testing will be done from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m., and headlight testing until 10 
pm. 

The north side of the site is along 
Michigan Avenue and it was explained the 
Michigan Department of Transportation 
did not want sidewalks there since traffic 
goes 50 to 60 mph and it is not safe for 
pedestrians. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr said the depth 
of the test track is 2.5 inches, which is less 
than standard. He said he is an engineer 
and the industry standard is 3 inches. 

Paul Kammer, the township’s engineering 
consultant from Fishbeck, said its a 
quality thing, more than anything else. It’s 
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not a condition. His comment in his report 
was just a comment as an engineer, not a 
condition. 

Schrot said MDOT allows 2 inches to 3 
inches and they are right in the middle. 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson made 
the motion, and Commissioner Jahr 
seconded, to grant preliminary and final 
site plans subject to conditions, including 
an additional review from Wayne County 
to make sure the drainage is still adequate. 
The motion was passed unanimously. 
Commissioner Kali Barr was absent from 
the meeting. 

DTE Energy rezoning 

After a public hearing, the commission 
also recommended approval of a rezoning 
to the township board of trustees for a 
2.14-acre site at 42061 Ecorse Road, on 
the south side of Ecorse, between Haggerty 
Road and Kirkridge Park Drive, for DTE 
Energy. 

Christopher Becker, the engineering 
manager for design of the substation and 
the applicant on behalf of DTE Energy, 
asked for the rezoning from C-1 General 
Business District, to M-1 Light Industrial. 

He said they wish to build a 120 to 13.2 
KV substation to support existing electrical 
distribution system and provide for growth 


in the area. 

Director Power said the rezoning request 
will facilitate a later application for site 
plan review for a substation on the property. 

Planner Krishnan said the vacant wooded 
lot is master planned for office and abuts 
the IRC corridor to the south and west. On 
the east is a warehouse. She said although 
the ITC corridor is zoned residential, no 
homes will be built there. She said there 
is a county drain along the north and west 
sides of the property and one employee 
will come for maintenance and it will add 
no traffic. She said this is not spot-zoning. 

Krishnan said the M-1 zoning requires a 
setback of 50 feet and C-2 is 75 feet. 

Becker said the wetlands in the southwest 
corner has EGLE requiring the moving of 
the substation closer to Ecorse Road, so 
they are seeking the smaller setback. 

He said it is a small substation for DTE 
and plans call for a small house for the 
power distribution center. ITC has a small 
house in the southeast corner, he said. He 
said the drive into the site will be extra 
wide in order to get the delivery truck onto 
the site quickly and not disrupt traffic on 
Ecorse Road, which is two lanes at that 
point. It will also help in the future when

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Van Buren Township board does away with work-studies for 2022

There will no longer be Monday afternoon 
work-study sessions scheduled for the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees before 
the Tuesday regular meetings in 2022. 

At the Nov. 2 meeting of the VBT board 
via zoom, the board unanimously approved 
the board meeting schedule for 2022 as 
part of the consent agenda. 

At the end of the meeting, Trustee Reggie 
Miller said she hadn’t noticed when she 
voted for the schedule that work-study 
sessions had been eliminated and she was 
in disagreement with that. 

Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
replied that the board can always add that 
if the board desires. 

“They became rehearsals of board 
meetings,” Supervisor McNamara said. 

“That’s what the MTA told us,” Trustee 
Miller said, referring to the Michigan 
Township Association. “It is a rehearsal, a 
time for the board to hear public comment.” 

Clerk Leon Wright said it is the duty of 
the board to ask questions. 

“Work-study was not a rehearsal,” he 
said. “It was meant to hear comments.” He 
said the board had a consultant and found 
the work-study had been used inefficiently. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said she agreed 
with Trustee Miller on the work-study. 

Trustee Miller said the work-study 
sessions have been eliminated from the 
schedule and board members can think 
about it for a couple of weeks and add it to 
the agenda in the future. 

The 2022 meeting schedule listed 
meetings at 6 p.m. at township hall on the 
first and third Tuesdays of each month, 
except for in January when there will be 
one meeting on Jan. 18. In August, budget 
review sessions are set for Aug. 15 and 16, 
following the only other meeting of the 
month on Aug. 2. 

The VBT board hasn’t held a traditional 
work-study meeting since the Dec. 16, 
2019 meeting. Work-study meetings have 
been held recently — on Oct.4, Oct. 18, and 
Nov. 1 — only for the purpose of going into 
closed session. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-40- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved the personal services agreement 
with Lawrence Luckett as the Director of 
Public Services, replacing Matthew Best 
who resigned to take a job with Pittsfield 
Township. Human Resources Director 
Nicole Sumpter said Luckett comes from 
the City of Detroit bringing 26-plus years of 
governmental services, serving in a mayor- 
appointed position as the assistant director 
of maintenance and prior to that as the 
general manager of facility maintenance. 
He has a bachelor’s degree in Public 
Administration from Central Michigan 


University. She said he is a very educated 
person and his skills cover significant areas 
spanning from transportation, budgeting, 
overseeing construction and renovation 
projects, personnel management and 
coordinating departmental efforts. He has 
been a resident of Van Buren Township 
for 11 years and said he would work hard 
for the township and start on Monday 
(Nov. 8), if approved. “I’m here to make 
sure the township keeps moving forward.” 
The salary for this position was posted as 
$85,000 in the new budget; 

e Approved the 2021 Amended and 2022 
Proposed general fund budget and the 2022 
salary schedule and, in another motion, 
the 2021 Amended and 2022 Proposed 
Water and Sewer Fund Budget. The public 
hearings on the funds were held at the last 
meeting on Oct. 19. At the Nov. 2 meeting, 
revisions to the 2022 salary schedule were: 
Residential Appraiser raised from $56,000 
to $60,000; Public Safety Administrative 
Assistant from $56,444 to $60,000; and 
Planning & Economic Development 
Director from $80,000 to $85,000; 

e Approved the 2021 Amended and 2022 
Proposed Special Revenue Fund Budgets, 
including Downtown Development 
Authority, Local Development Finance 
Authority Fund, Landfill Fund, Belleville 
Area Museum, E-911 Service Fund, 
Federal Forfeiture Fund, State Forfeiture 
Fund, Long-Term Debt Fund, and Capital 
Improvement Fund. The public hearings 
on the funds were held at the last meeting 
on Oct. 19; 

e Approved a special land use request 
and related site improvements by General 
Development Company LLC, on behalf of 
Belleville North Marsh Ventures LLC, to 
construct a 59,820-square-foot facility for 
Kenworth Trucks on 20 acres on the North 
I-94 Service Drive between Dewitt and 
Morton Taylor roads between Camping 
World and National RV. Treasurer Sharry 
Budd asked for and was granted the right 
to be recused from the discussion and the 
vote on the property because the Budd 
farm rents some of the acreage involved 
for its farming. After the vote, Treasurer 
Budd returned to the meeting and said the 
farm will be losing 10 acres for planting 
corn and soybeans and this will not affect 
the produce stand; 

e Discussed whether to start meeting 
in person again, instead of by zoom. 
Board members did not vote on this, but 
informally agreed to continue with the 
previous decision to meet by zoom until 
the end of the year. Trustee Miller said, 
“I agree. Wait until after January to see 
how everything works out.” Supervisor 
McNamara said they had to cancel the 
senior volunteer event because of COVID 
going through the senior citizens. He said, 


again, he would really rather be meeting 
in person, but he agrees with his board to 
wait; 

e Was informed Ryan Nichols, the 
cinematographer who worked in the 
communications department, is leaving to 
take another position. He was thanked and 
wished well in his new job; 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara announce 
that the Michigan Senate is making a 
decision on short-term rentals, such as for 
Airbnbs, that would allow the township 
to have no oversight in the matter. He 
suggested the residents call their senators 
with their opinions; 

e Learned the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission sent a letter to the township 
saying the result of the recent dam 
safety inspection found nothing needed 
immediate attention and French Landing 
Dam passed the inspection; 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara tell of a 
letter he got from a resident who took his 
kids trick or treating in Haggerty Sub and 
his son took a hard fall. He said some of the 
sidewalks there are like walking up steps. 
McNamara said the township is coming 
next summer to work on sidewalks there; 


e Heard Clerk Wright announce the 
administrative offices will be closed Nov. 
11 for Veterans Day. He also thanked Bob 
and Marie Krouse for putting flags on 
veterans’ graves in the township again, 
which they have been doing for 20 years. 
Also, he said, the township is working 
with redistricting to redo the precincts. 
He said no precinct can have more than 
3,000 voters and they will be sending out 
mailings to every voter in the township 
and their precincts may change. He said 
Haggerty School is closing and that is 
where Precinct 8 had voted. He said that 
precinct will be changed to Edgemont 
Elementary School; and 

e Was reminded the last week this year to 
get yard waste out for pickup is the week 
of Nov. 22. 

Closed-door session 

On Nov. 1 at 4 p.m., the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees held a work- 
study session to hold a closed-door session 
via zoom to discuss the strategy and 
negotiations of the POLC (Police Officers 
Labor Council) collective bargaining 
agreement. 


School Board approves second 
bond sale, as approved by voters

On Monday, a resolution authorizing the 
issuance and sale of up to $9 million in 
bonds was passed by the Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of Education. 

This is Series II in the three bonds planned 
after voters approved up to $35,490,000 
million in bond sales for school buildings 
and sites on Nov. 5, 2019. The Series II 
bonds, in $5,000 denominations, will be 
General Obligation Unlimited Tax bonds. 

The resolution states the bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate not to exceed 5%, but not 
less than 1%, per annum, payable on Nov. 
1, 2022 and then semiannually thereafter 
on the first day of May and November in 
each year through 2045. 

Series II construction focuses on projects 
for Owen, Tyler and Savage Schools and 
this was explained in detail at the Oct. 25 
meeting by Rob Kakoczki of Plante Moran 
Cresa. 

Projects for Owen will include 
renovating classrooms, replacing corridor 
lockers, upgrading the mechanical system, 
upgrading PA and fire alarm systems, and 
expanding the parking lot to include a 
dedicated bus loop. 

This construction will take place over the 
summer of 2022, with work on some areas 


to begin in April. 
At Savage and Tyler new playground 
equipment and mechanical system 


upgrades will be installed. Both schools 
will have more projects in Series IMI 
projects coming in the future. 

Series I bonds were used mainly for 
construction of the Early Childhood 
Development Center, which is complete 
and will be occupied in January. 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved an agreement with the Van 
Buren Educational Support Team, where 
the paraprofessionals and bus aides will 
receive a $2 per hour raise and the previous 
50-cent-per-hour raises for 2022-23 and 
2023-24 are void. All other groups in 
VBEST will receive a 50-cent-per-hour 
raise and will continue to receive the 
previously agreed upon 50-cent-per-hour 
raises for 2022-23 and 2023-24. Also, any 
new paraprofessional hired with experience 
will be allowed to enter at the wage scale 
equal to their years of experience and their 
start date will be used for bidding seniority. 
Human Resources Director Abdul Madyun 
said these changes were necessary in this 
new hiring climate; 

e Heard building presentations from

Zoom meetings 
wear thin for those 
who want to speak 


We received two complaints recently 
from people who wanted to speak at 
township zoom meetings and were not 
allowed to talk although they pushed the 
little “hands raised” that was supposed to 
get them a moment on line. 

The one who wanted to talk to the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees about 
the museum, was very disappointed that 
she was ignored. The one who wanted 
to talk to the Sumpter Township Board 
of Trustees about how it was selling its 
properties also was disappointed that 
he didn’t get to speak. Maybe these 
were technical glitches. Another person 
complained that he did get to speak in 
Sumpter, but the official minutes said there 
was no public comment. 

Everybody prefers having meetings face 
to face so everything is out in the open. 
Board members at both townships say 
they would rather have the people come in 
person to the meetings. 

But there is a concern about COVID-19. 
Sumpter has had a few problems at 
township hall and Van Buren had one of 
its class teachers having to quarantine 
because of her being exposed. That caused 
the whole senior appreciation dinner to be 
canceled. 

Everyone is looking forward to the new 
year and, hopefully, a fresh start with in- 
person meetings where people can speak 
face to face and there are no technical 
glitches that cut them off. 
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John Delaney is furious that the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees has eliminated 
work-study sessions where the public can 
ask questions about agenda items and talk 
back and forth in a relaxed atmosphere. He 
said this has “totally violated the trust of the 
residents.” 

He said in the past he was accused of 
grandstanding by asking questions on 
camera during the regular meeting. He 
said he changed his method and asked all 
the questions he wanted at the work-study 
session and didn’t act up on camera. 

He said in work-study you can talk back 
and forth. The agenda now is set up so 
people have to ask their questions or make 
their comments on agenda items before the 
board considers those items. 

“Now, you have to have insider knowledge 
on what they will discuss,” Delaney said last 
week. He called the board’s decision to do 
away with work-study sessions completely 
as “immoral or unethical.” 

Janet Miller of Belleville sent us the scam 
letter she received so we could warn other 
senior citizens. She pointed out the postmark 
was from Canada, the letterhead was from 
Texas, and the check for $2,524.50 was 
from New Mexico. 

The letter was an “Award Claim 
Notification” that told her she won $250,000 
in the contest organized for all customers of 
Walmart, Sears, Home Depot, Safeway, etc. 
She was advised to call her claim agent at the 
800 number provided to make arrangements 
for delivery of her certified check by FedEx 
or UPS. The enclosed check was to cover 
the $2,000 processing and insurance fee 
which she will be required to pay before her 
big prize can be sent to her. 
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She knew it was a scam and sent the 
information to us. We’ve heard of this kind 
of scam where the person cashes the check 
and sends them $2,000 and then the scam 
check bounces and the victim is left with 
$2,000 out of their bank account and no big 
prize. Some seniors have fallen for this and 
it didn’t end well. 

A Van Buren Township senior citizen came 
in to complain that the speed signs erected 
on Haggerty Road to alert drivers to their 
speed, don’t work. He said it never lights up 
when he drives by. 

I told him I’d been told it only lights up 
when you go over the speed limit. So, he 
went back out and drove 60 mph past the 
sign and it still didn’t light up. I talked to 
VBT Police Chief Jason Wright and he said 
the batteries just last a couple of weeks and 
they probably need to be swiped out. He’ll 
get someone to check. 

He said these signs have a lot of functions 
and can catch what happens and collect 
data while the sign isn’t lit. Usually, they 
just set them to show the speed. He said 
they have been all over the township this 
summer and when the signs were requested 
for Haggerty, they were moved over from 
Ashbury subdivision. 

We received a news release from the 
deputy city manager about the winners of 
the scarecrow contest and we had a hard 
time finding the one from the Girl Scouts. 
The scarecrows have no signs of any kind on 
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them and no award ribbons. I called School 
Board Secretary Darlene Gerick because 
I knew she was in a leadership position 
over a number of scout troops in this area. 
She gave me the phone number of one of 
the leaders of the winning troop, which is 
at Keystone Academy. I wanted to ask her 
which scarecrow was theirs. 
She said they couldn’t have received 

a prize since they never turned in their 
entry. She said the LA 
girls in her troop are 
from Kindergarten to 
second grade in age and 
although they did their 
best their scarecrow fell 
apart. Its pieces are still 
in her house, she said. 

When I sent a report 
on this to Gerick, she replied: “They won 
for the best Invisible Scarecrow.” 


On Monday a City of Belleville resident 
who wished not to be identified brought 
in this statement: “Mr. Marcotte, I would 
have called the gas company first when 
you smelled gas or called 911 to have them 
call the gas company and then the fire 
department. I keep the gas company phone 
number handy. They would have been there 
in less than 10 minutes. Don’t blame Brian.” 
This was in response to last week’s story: 
“Mayor Pro Tem called fire department for 
help, nobody came.”

Steve Jones, Amy Henry win four- 
year seats on Belleville City Council

In the Nov. 2 election, Steve Jones, 49, 
of 371 Church St., and Amy Henry, 52, of 
45 Potter Dr., won four-year terms on the 
Belleville City Council. Jones got 258 votes 
and Henry got 50 votes. 

They will fill the vacant seats now held by 
Tom Fielder and Jesse Marcotte who did not 
seek reelection. 

Jones was the only one filing to be on the 
ballot and Henry filed as a write-in candidate 
and her name was not on the ballot. 

Jones got 23 votes in Precinct 1 from those 
voting in person and 26 in Precinct 2 in the 
in-person votes. He also got 102 absentee 
votes in Precinct 1 and 107 absentee votes in 
Precinct 2, making 258 total votes. 

Henry got eight votes in Precinct 1 from 
those voting in person and six in Precinct 2 in 
the in-person votes. She also got 23 absentee 
write-in votes in Precinct 1 and 13 absentee 
write-in votes in Precinct 2, making a total of 
50 write-in votes. 

Clerk Brianna Hootman said the write-in 
votes were hand-counted. There were a total 
of 65 write-in votes and 50 of those were for 
Henry. The other 15 did not count because no 
one else filed as a write-in candidate. 

Belleville had 3,368 registered voters as 
of Nov. 2, with 1,542 in Precinct 1 and 
1,826 in Precinct 2. The 323 total votes cast

6 after being sworn in by 34" District Court 
Chief Judge Brian A. Oakley. 

Sumpter election 

On Nov. 2, Sumpter held an election in 
two precincts for the Huron Schools Millage 
Renewal proposal. Votes were 55 yes and 
29 votes, according to Sumpter’s unofficial 
results. 

According to the Wayne County Clerk’s 
office, the Huron Schools’ proposal passed 
with 1,497 yes and 669 no votes. 

Romulus City election 

On Nov. 2, Romulus City voters elected 
Robert McCraight as mayor with 2,483 votes 
over Alan Lambert, with 1,732. McCraight 
earned 58.64% of the votes for the office. 
Current Mayor LeRoy Burcroff did not run 
for reelection. 

Clerk Ellen Craig-Bragg was unopposed 
and received 3,415 votes (98.93%). Treasurer 
Stacy A. Paige also was unopposed and 
received 99.11% of the votes. 

There were 12 candidates running for the 
seven council positions and the following 
won, according to unofficial totals posted on 
the Wayne County Clerk’s Office website.

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Clarification: Director Laurain 
responds to Belleville FD incident 


Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Director Greg Laurain said members of 
his department had a meeting on Monday 
about the story on page three in last week’s 
Independent about Belleville Mayor Pro 
Tem Jesse Marcotte who called for help 
from the city fire department and “nobody 
came.” 

Van Buren Township handles police, fire 
and emergency dispatch for the City of 
Belleville under a paid agreement. 

Director Laurain questioned the “eight- 
minute automatic-aid response” described 
by Councilman Ken Voigt, a retired city 
police officer, with city Fire Chief Brian 
Loranger agreeing. Laurain said there has 
been no such directive in his long tenure 
and he said Sgt. Louis Keele agreed it had 
never been in his long tenure, either. 

Also, the statement that Van Buren 
Township dispatch holds off calling the fire 
department for five to seven minutes and 
the call goes to police and HVA first isn’t 
true, Laurain said. 

“All fire calls are dispatched in a timely 
manner,” Laurain said. He noted that 
during the COVID crisis the township’s 
police weren’t dispatched to medical runs 
at all to cut down on the number of people 
potentially getting exposed to the virus. 

He said VBT does have an automatic aid 
policy and sends its fire department when 
there is a working fire at a governmental, 
educational, business, or multi-level 
structure. This is different from mutual aid 
that is requested, he said. 

“We’re doing a good job here,” Laurain 
said of the dispatch and fire department at 
the township. 

Van Buren Township Fire Chief David 
MclInally said the CAD system referred 
to by city Fire Chief Loranger is a system 
called BRYX that sends information to 
the monitor screen in the station and to 
individual phones to alert fire fighters to 
just who has responded as coming to the 
call. 

Chief McInally said the dispatcher has 
to click the system and attach it to the call, 
putting “a truck” onto the map, and he has 


no idea if that was done in the Oct. 24 call 
by Mayor Pro Tem Marcotte.

the substation will be replaced. He said 
DTE will be seeking no variances. 

Kojaian preliminary site plan 

The commission also approved a 
preliminary site plan for Kojaian Van 
Buren Acquisitions, LLC, to construct a 
66,450 square foot speculative industrial 
building and related site improvements at 
6615 Haggerty Road. 

The property is on the east side of 
Haggerty, north of Ecorse Road and south 
of Van Born Road and is zoned M-1, Light 
Industrial. 

Director Power explained that there had 
been a proposed site plan approved for the 
property in 2018 by Neapco Driveline, 
but plans changed and the owner of the

LDFA will owe Van Buren Twp. 
more than $4 million by end of year

Van Buren Township loaned the 
township’s Local Development Finance 
Authority $1 million in March and another 
$775,000 on Sept. 1. 

Both “advances” were necessary to 
supplement existing LDFA funds in order 
to meet the bond obligations due on April 
1 and Oct. 1, said VBT Deputy Treasurer 
Sean Bellingham in a memo to LDFA 
chairman Michael Dotson. 

As detailed in the loan agreement, the 
LDFA has agreed to pay interest on the 
township’s shortfall payment until they are 
reimbursed at an annual interest rate equal 
to the average interest rate that the township 
is earning on the investment of its general 
fund monies, Bellingham explained. 

He provided a spreadsheet detailing the

running total of the loan and a projection 
through the end of 2021, when the total 
with interest will be $4,189,873.33. 

Bellingham said the interest rate being 
charged on the “advances” has decreased 
significantly due to the historically 
low interest rates being earned on the 
township’s money market and pooled 
savings accounts. The interest rate shown 
on the spread sheet is 0.100%. 

He said the annual budget continues to 
focus on debt service and legal fees related 
to the ongoing litigation with Visteon 
Corporation. The updated budget for 2022 
has minimal other expenses. 

LDFA second vice-chairman John Delaney 
asked if they had heard anything from 
Kaveh Kashef, the township’s attorney on 
the Visteon law suit, and Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said they had a meeting with 
him and LDFA vice chairman Doug Peters, 
a retired attorney, was invited. 

Chairman Dotson said he will talk to 
those who met with Kashef and they’ll 
decide if there is a need for a legal update. 

Also, at the 21-minute, zoom meeting on 
Sept. 14, the LDFA board: 

e Held its informational meeting as required 
by Public Act 57. Two sessions outlining 
the 2020 LDFA Synopsis of Activities are 
required each year, said Deputy Supervisor 
Dan Selman. He noted in his synopsis that 
due to economic conditions, the LDFA 
is not capturing sufficient tax revenue to 
cover the bond payments and due to the 
shortfall, which occurred on Oct. 1, 2019, 
the LDFA was loaned $700,000 on Sept. 4, 
2019 to assist with the payment. And then, 
in 2020, the loans were $900,000 in March 
and $800,000 in September. The advances 
will continue going forward until the bond 
obligation is fulfilled; and 

e Studied the proposed 2022 LDFA 
budget prepared by Bellingham, which is 
almost the same as 2021.

Frye, 37, of Belleville over to circuit court 
for an arraignment on the information. Frye 
was due at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
in Detroit on Nov. 8. 

Frye is charged with three counts of 
controlled substance, second offense 
(double penalty); two counts of carrying a 
concealed weapon, two counts of possession 
of ammunition by a felon, and four weapons 
counts on April 14 in the City of Belleville. 

The case was brought by the Western 
Wayne Narcotics team made up of eight 
police officers. 

Michigan State Police Trooper Keller, who 
was part of the team, testified that Frye was 
taken into custody after a traffic stop of his 
black Ford Fusion. A warrant was served for 
a search of his apartment on Wexford Street. 

The officer listed what was found in a 
black backpack in Frye’s vehicle trunk. 
That included an automatic pistol with 
the registration numbers obliterated, a 
black Taurus handgun, a loaded magazine, 
narcotics, methamphetamine, magnetic 
boxes that are used to hide under and in 
vehicles to evade detection, and a monster 
can with a screw-off lid with a void within

for hiding substances. He also said there 
was a digital scale and pick, and a non- 
firearm weapon (silver, double-edge brass 
knuckles with a blade). He also listed 173 
Xanex, 37-plus oxycodone, and 55 grams of 
methamphetamine. 

Under cross-examination, the officer 
testified the vehicle was pulled over within 
a couple blocks of the Wexford Street 
residence. 

Det/Sgt. Amy Smith of the Van Buren 
Township Police Department, who has been 
assigned to the MSP Narcotics Team for the 
last three years, testified how the substances 
were field-tested. 

Defense attorney Jonathan Hordos said 
the search warrant doesn’t name the vehicle 
for a search, just the property. Among other 
objections, he also pointed out that nobody 
identified defendant Frye as the person who 
was pulled over and had all these things in 
his vehicle. Those present to testify could 
not identify him and it was all here-say, 
Hordos said. 

Judge Oakley agreed that nobody said, 
“That’s the guy.” He paused the preliminary 
exam while the prosecutor called Belleville 
Police Department to get Officer Bart Devos 
to come in to testify. 

Officer Devos testified he retired from the 
VBT police department and was working 
for Belleville Police Department on Aug. 8. 

He said he was on patrol and had a 
communication from Amy Smith concerning 
the search warrant and he conducted the 
traffic stop. He said he stopped the black 
Ford Focus with one person in the vehicle. 
He pointed to Frye as the driver. He said he 
assisted in the search of the vehicle when 
the gun and drugs were found. 

Under cross-examination he testified that 
he had met Frye before. When asked if he 
had a body cam, Officer Devos said he has 
a brand-new body cam that came in four or 
five months ago. 

He testified he had been warned that 
Frye was possibly armed and dangerous, 
so he was looking for a weapon after he 
handcuffed him and put him in the back of 
his car. 

Judge Oakley said he now had probable 
cause to bind Frye over to circuit court. 

Jason Allan Armstrong 

At his probable cause conference on Oct. 
13, Jason Allan Armstrong, 34, of Van 
Buren Township had his live preliminary 
exam set for Dec. 6. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Darrian Fortier said she would get the digital 
evidence needed in the case to give to the 
defense attorney. Her motion in the case 
concerning his weapons was denied by 34" 
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District Court Chief Judge Brian Oakley. 

Armstrong is charged with assault with 
a dangerous weapon, felony firearm, and 
domestic violence on Dec. 29, 2020 in Van 
Buren Township. 

Prosecutor Fortier said the defendant’s 
firearms were given to his employer. She 
said she has a picture of Mr. Armstrong 
pointing a gun and asked defense attorney 
James Amberg if he wanted to see the 
picture. Amberg declined, saying it was 
from a video and he needed to see the 
whole thing, not just one shot, which could 
be misconstrued. He said his client wasn’t 
pointing it at anyone and could be just 
holding it. 

Fortier said the defendant has easy access 
to firearms because of his employment. 

Amberg said Armstrong is a federal agent 
and veteran and a victim of Mrs. Armstrong. 
He said his client had to turn in his service 
weapon because of these charges and now 
he’s on desk duty. He said Armstrong is 
usually flying around the world picking up 
nefarious criminals and bringing them back. 
Amberg said his client has been the victim 
of a series of false accusations by his former 
wife. 

A charge of domestic violence against 
Armstrong last year was dismissed by 
Judge Green after a hearing and a motion by 
defense attorney Amberg. 

Armstrong is free on $5,000 personal 
bond. 

Barney Bernard Sullivan 

Barney Bernard Sullivan, 42, of Highland 
Park was arraigned by zoom from the Wayne 
County Jail by Judge Martin on July 20 on 
a felony charge of domestic violence-third 
offense in Van Buren Township on June 26. 
Court attorney Dan Bitar served as defense 
attorney for the arraignment and told the 
judge that Sullivan is an actor in California 
and came back to Michigan and is living 
with his mother in Highland Park. 

Judge Martin noted the Van Buren 
Township police requested a $10,000/10% 
bond for him and no contact with the victim. 
Bitar said Sullivan had posted $10,000/10% 
bond to Wayne County Circuit Court and 
was ordered to be on GPS tether for another 
domestic violence charge. Judge Martin 
ordered $10,000 personal bond for Sullivan 
and no contact with the victim. His probable 
cause conference was set for July 28. 

On July 28, Judge Oakley set Sullivan’s 
zoom exam for 11 a.m., Oct. 18, and at 
that time he waived his preliminary exam 
and was bound over to circuit court for an 
arraignment on the information on Nov. 1, 
which was delayed until Nov. 4.

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Sumpter Planners set two public hearings on ordinance amendments

At its 33-minute zoom meeting on 
Nov. 4, the Sumpter Township Planning 
Commission set two virtual public hearings 
for 7 p.m., Dec. 9, to get public comment 
on two proposed ordinance amendments. 

Jon Enos of Carlisle Wortman was 
present as planning consultant since the 
township’s former consultant Chris Adkin 
went to work for another firm in Jackson. 

Enos said the text amendment 
recommended for allowing outdoor vehicle 
sales in a light industrial district would 
permit auto repair and vehicle sales in the 
same district. 

Enos said he recommends the dealership 
as a special use, conditional use, that would 
require each such request to be approved 
by the township board. 

“We don’t want it to be a junkyard,” he 
said. 

The car sales use was requested by Adil, 
who owns 50425 Bemis Rd., that was 
approved as a slaughterhouse and now is 
doing auto repairs, as well. Once the text 
amendment is approved, he will apply for 
selling cars. 

“These kinds of uses tend to get a little 
busy,” Enos said. “We can revoke special 
use.” 

Trustee Matt Oddy, who sits on the 
planning commission as board liaison, said 
the township has an auction business that 
sells cars and that property wraps around 


Fox Auto and touches this property on 
Bemis. 

Commissioners thought they were holding 
a public hearing on the text amendment 
and voted to send it on to the board with a 
recommendation for approval. 

But it was determined that this meeting 
was not advertised as a public hearing, but 
only a public meeting, so a public hearing 
was set for Dec. 9. 

The agenda for the Nov. 4 meeting had 
mistakenly listed both Item A, the zoning 
text amendment, and Item B, the proposed 
amendment to the zoning ordinance, as 
public hearings. 

Trustee Oddy introduced Item B, the 
proposed amendment to the zoning 
ordinance, which is to establish, regulate, 
and specifically define the permitted 
locations for registered Primary CareGiver 
Operations being conducted under the 
Michigan Medical Marijuana Act of 2008 
within Sumpter Township. 

These are changes to Ordinance sections 
4.15.2,5.16.2, and 6.55. 

Oddy said this item came to the board at 
the recommendation of township attorney 
Rob Young who sat quietly during the 
zoom session, as Oddy continued. 

He said a portion of this was repealed by 
the board a couple of years earlier because 
there had been lawsuits on the provisionary 
center part and the Michigan Township 
Association recommended townships 
repeal that portion.

He said this is not to be construed as opting 
into the MMFLA (Medical Marijuana 
Facilities Licensing Act of 2016).

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Jacqueline Dalzell becomes 
Certified Funeral Celebrant 


Jacqueline Dalzell, grief counselor and 
public relations specialist for David C. 
Brown Funeral Home in Belleville, re- 
cently attended a three-day workshop to 
become a Certified Funeral Celebrant. The 
training was held at the Ohio Funeral Di- 
rectors Association (OFDA) in Columbus, 
Ohio. 

The Funeral Celebrant training is a new 
approach to personalized funerals present- 
ed by Doug Manning and Glenda Stans- 
bury of the InSight Institute. By the end 
of 2019 they had trained more than 4,100 
funeral celebrants throughout the United 
States and Canada. 

A Funeral Celebrant is a lay person, a 
member of the clergy, or a funeral director 
who has been trained in the specific area of 
conducting funerals for families who wish 
to have a personalized and individualized 
funeral service experience. 

Society has become much more mobile 
and much less tied to the church, Dalzell 
said. Many people are not affiliated with a 
religion or theology, and do not have clergy 
on whom to call in times of death, she said. 

Also, many people are not comfortable 
with a traditional religious funeral ceremo- 
ny. Therefore, the need for Funeral Cele- 
brants has become more apparent, she said. 

This practice is used widely in New Zea- 
land and Australia. In some cases, Civil 
Celebrants, who are licensed by the gov- 
ernment in those countries, perform over 
50% of the funerals and weddings. Doug 
Manning, one of the leading speakers and 
authors in the bereavement field, toured 
these countries several years ago, and 
brought back the idea that people in the

Rep. Bellino initiates 
change to help dialysis 
patients continue care 


A solution brought forward by State 
Rep. Joe Bellino to ensure dialysis patients 
continue to have access to in-home treatment 
was signed into law Oct. 29 by the governor. 

Rep. Bellino, R-Monroe, said a change 
in state law made last year to cut down 
on fraudulent prescriptions in response 
to the opioid epidemic had unintentional 
consequences for Michigan residents who 
undergo home-based dialysis treatment. 

“Dialysis provides a lifeline for many 
Michiganders, and I want to make sure no 
one experiences an unintended interruption in 
treatment,” Rep. Bellino said. “This solution 
will make sure dialysis treatment providers 
can continue to offer care to patients in the 
comfort and protection of their own homes.” 

Dialysis treatment clinics are already 
exempt from the strict e-prescription 
requirements. House Bill 4659 simply adds 
in-home dialysis treatment to the list of 
exemptions.
